GENEVA, Monday. 


Mr. Norman Davis, the United States 
chief delegate, :addressing the General 
Committee of the Disarmament Confer- 
ence to-day, said the initiative by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt was prompted by the 
pressing need for concerted and decisive 
action to solve the inter-related problems 
with which the two conferences, disarma- 
ment and economics, must deal. “ The 
present situation admits of no further 
delay. ‘Ihe States of the world must 
either go forward in good faith to carry 
out in all its implications the disarma- 
ment policy they adopted in 1919, or we 
must recognise frankly that this policy has 
been abandoned or reconcile ourselves to 
reverting to a race in competitive arma- 
ment. If the latter course is taken, the | 
consequences are inevitable. “Sooner or 
later there will be a breakdown of the 

ace machinery which has been so 
aboriously built up since 1918, and the 
world will be swept into another war. 
Failure here would be a set back to 
economic recovery. 

‘ Tf we candidly face the situation there 
is no alternative for a sane world to con- 
sider. We cannot safely delay taking 
effective steps to reduce armaments to a 
purely defensive basis. 

““ As far as the United States is con- 
cerned it is frankly recognised that we 
have a simpler problem than many of the 
European Powers. We are not aware of 
the difficulties which lie in the way of re- 
duction in armaments. It is our very 
detachment from this situation which 
gives a hope we may exert a helpful in- 
fluence toward the realisation of our 
common objective. 


PEACE TREATY LEVEL. 


“ But we are prepared to aid in other 
ways than through exerting our influence, 
and I shall take this opportunity to show 
what we are prepared to do. As regards 
armaments we are prepared to go as far 
as the other States in the way of reduc- 
tion. We feel that the ultimate objective 
should be to reduce armaments approxi- 
mately to the level established by the 
peace treaties—i.e., through successive 
stages to the basis of a domestic police 
force.

If 
some of these were bred for utility, 
instead of being turned down, we wou d 
have layers just as good as our present 
breeds and birds of better breedin 
rise Nothing could! beat, the black 
famburgh for numbers of e eggs and good 
constitution.. All it needed was to in- 
crease the size of the eggs, and in 
Minorcas we had a breed much superior 
to the White Leghorn in hardiness, in 
size of eggs and as winter layers. The 
R.D.8. shows would do well for the in- 
dustry by having classes for come of 
these older breeds.
